The news yestenlay by lliG Overland 
Mail furnishes us with the state of afTiiirs in 
the Atlantic Stales up lo January 17th, and 
from Europo to Dooeinber 30th. The so- 
OBssionisls in Soulh Carolina, Georgia, Flor- 
ida, Ahibama, ai:J Loui.siuna. appear to 
gailier atreiigth. From Mississippi, Texas, 
aiiit Arkansas, wo have no later news of im- 
portance than iby previoas advices. The 
border Slates, inoludlt'ig Delaware, Mary- 
land,Kentui".ky,Missnuri,abil oven Tennessee 
and Nurth Carolinn, appear favorable to a 
compiiiiiiise and the preservation of the 
Union. Virginia will ca.l a Convention to 
decide on the i'lisi>, leavin<^ it lo :i vote of 
the people to raiify il. Her Senator in Con- 
gress, Mr. Hunter, has deelared it too iaie to 
save the present Union ; that il is de,id : 
but it is lime to reconstruct it or form a 
new Confederacy. If lie can be taken as an 
indication of the Slate of Virginia, she will 
probably be lound sidinu; with Soulh Caro- 
lina in the forthcoming Convention. When 
we recollect the intense excitement caused 
in that State by the raid of John Brown, and 
which, owing to iha Presidential election 
and the secession movement, has not been 
allowed to cool down, nothing is more likely 
than to find her ranked as a secession iSlate. 

Tho measures taken by the President to 
defend VVusliington from an atiack, shows 
that it can only be e.xpected from Virsinia, 
which, it will be remembered, Gov. Wise 
threatened in case Lincoln was elected. 
The New York Assembly recognize Vir- 
ginia however as Union-loving. That body 
on January 11th, passeil a series of resolu- 
tions opposed In disunion, anil declaring that 
treason existed in Soiilli L'aroli'ia, Georgia, 
Ahihaina and Louisiana. They support the 
I'resideiit in his receiitniore vigorous policy. ' 
and guarantee both " men and money" to 
'■ enforce am; uphold the laws of theFedoral 
Government." Besides the action of the 
Legislature, troops are being enrollett, ready 
to obey the cull of the President. The 
weight of New York cannot but have n 
potent influence on the preiient crisis. With 
her, unquestionably, will go all the free 
States united to a man. The idea of a 
peaceable dis!>olution of the Union may. 
therefore, be set down as hopeless for the 
S'Uih. If they secede .successfully, the 
will have lo light il oul. lUvt to be sucocss- 
lul Willi ihe wlioJe North against lliern i,s 
in)po.>.,sible ; more iiarlu'ulanly as the Norlli, 
and the border ."^lalps appear favoiable to 
cimpruriii.se. ShoiiM ii coni[iromiair bo 
eli'ected, seoe.-^.iiou wil! die out. 

The Ahibama ComeiiliDii in declaring 
that Sliito frei>and independiMil'' gives no 
good reason for its act. It simply declarer 
the election of Lincoln and Hamlin by a 
parly avjwedly hostile- to llie "peculiar 
insiilution" of the South, as iasul ling and 
therefore they withdraw tho authority whi«hi 
Alabama ha I delegated lo the United 
Stales. It is evident, therefore, that the 
secessionist Stales are very weak In prin- 
ciples calculated to cause ihe whole South 
to side with them. What the intense feel- 
iyj_, — ihe belief thai llipy are wronged by 
tho Nurih niiiy do, il is mipos^ihli! ii< fore- 
see. But (III llic whole, the indications Irorii 
our btu f advices are that a compromise will 
be elTecled.

•A decree of the Emperor of Chira, con- 
firming the Coiiverilion and the Treaty of 
Tiensinp, has been posted on the walls and 
public buildings of Shangao. The first 
instalment of indemnity has been paid up. 

Nearly all the Allied Forces had left the 
I'ei-ho and its noigborhood. The hired 
transports had been discharged, the forces 
were returning to Hongicong anu India, and 
war was at an end. 

A party of European pirates who had 
been committing depredations near Shang- 
hai, had been captureil. 

The Yang-taze had been tlirown open to 
trade, not waiting, as tlio treaty stipulates, 
for the rebels to be subdued. Tho rebellion 
on that river gets worse and worse. The 
insurgents avoid attacking Shanghae, but 
aro absorbing the resources of trade, whilst 
tho e.vcesses of the Mandarin soldiery were 
revolting.
